Profanity and all that 


man who has mastered his game, 

instant legend the Boston fans. 
They idolize him, crowd him for his 
autograph. great big guy. Women 
lust after him. Boys emulate him. The 
game’s addicts declare him their patron 
saint. 

And swears. says naughty 
words. Boy, can Ted Williams swear. 
could make Larry Bird sound like parish 
priest addressing meeting the local 
sodality. 

The trouble was, when Ted Williams 
was playing baseball, lot people es- 
pecially kids didn’t know that Ted 
Williams swore. the sportswriters knew, 
-but they quote him verbatim, 
they perpetuated the myth super- 
hero, comic-book character who did not 
swear. Oh, some them hated Ted Wil- 
liams, and said repeatedly. After all, 
had suggested them that when one 
pours hot water sportswriter, one 
gets instant shit: was not endearing. 

And others began dislike him, 
because they believed the writers who 
disliked him. Ted was vain, they said. 
Ted was not properly humble, they said. 
The man hit under .300 exactly one 
season and collected 521 home runs, 
but wasn’t sufficiently humble. 
should tip his hat more when he’s round- 
ing third those home runs, they said. 

But Williams, like Larry Bird, was kid 
for while. They called him ‘‘the Kid.” 
And most awesome athletes are only kids 
when the adulation begins; takes long 
time for them grow and put things 
balance when people are deifying them 
and telling them humble the same 
time. Some never do. And even when the 
kid days are gone and the athlete 
mature, the cheap shots and the booing 
can get him her. Even constructive 

second-guessing can get the human 
gods. Some sulk. Some quit. Some get 
tanked up. Ted Williams gave all 
Fenway Park the finger once, 
remember correctly. Larry Bird has long 
way go. 

Bird, like Williams his first couple 
years, young and idolized. And, like 
know first hand. been some time since 
went the Garden watch basketball. 
The last time went, bought what 

regarded affordable seats. was far 
that the peanut vendor was 
stewardess. was degrees warmer 
there than down near the floor.

What you read the papers was, 
Don Gillis said Bird should not have said 
what said, even though Gillis didn’t 


what was that Bird had said. sta- 


tions where Bird’s remark had been car- 
ried live, editors wiped out the dirty little 
word for later broadcasts. disappeared 
from history the manner Soviet 
politician who has fallen from favor and 
whose name purged from the 
books.

The 
hypocrisy that lot these same peo- 
ple can and will swear quite professional- 
ly, when they choose to. 

Society less uptight about profanity 
than was decade ago. man muttered

other night, and three the five women 
were senior citizens; none was visibly up- 
set. 

Perhaps learning the significance 
that rhyme used chant 
children. ‘n’ stones may break 
bones, but names will never harm 
Some added nyah, nyah-nyah, 
nyah,” but that part was optional. The 
point was, and is, that obscenities don’t 
much harm. find them useful es- 
cape hatch for anger frustration. 

have learned slowly, I'm sure all 
do, that some the smoothest guys 
creation can con innocent folks for 
lifetime without mouthing one dirty 
word, and that subtlety and good 
breeding are often the veneer actions 
and attitudes that breed terror, fear, sin, 
hypocrisy. 

But what about the children? After all, 
kids look jocks. jock honest 
and talks the way most jocks talk, will 
disillusion kids? doubt it. The kids 
already know the litany. What dis- 
illusions kids and/or parents not the 
profanity word, but the obscenity 
one hockey player belting another over 
the head with his stick, linebacker 
taking out runner not just for the game, 
but for the season for his life. 

What's bad are adult fans who can’t 
hold their booze refrain from belting 
somebody heaving soft-drink can 
onto the field, floor, ice. bad 
that pompous ass Patriots 
refusing the town Foxboro’s request 
that try minimize local violence 
shifting the starting time for Monday- 
night game next fall. 

No, television schedules and contracts, 
ticket sales, the allure exciting team 
that beats competitors, all these 
are sacrosanct. You can pulverize 
athlete, maybe ruin his life, front 
millions and never time the 
slammer. But you must not swear. Now

What are the reasons behind our 
prohibition prostitution?

Ms. St. James, speak- 
ing narrowly for the plight prosti- 
tutes, favors decriminalization. prefer 
legalization prostitution because be- 
lieve would produce greater benefits for 
society whole. Among the things that 
legalization might accomplish are: 

venereal disease. (Licensed prostitutes 
could medically examined regular 
intervals.)

Less harassment people the 
streets. don’t have use the Nevada:

Social goods: prostitutes would 
have better opinion themselves, 
would feel less alienated from society, 
and would less likely commit other 
crimes.

The moral questions raised prosti- 
tution are, course, the hardest ones 
answer. But some facts: even the 
majority the population decides that 
prostitution wrong and enacts laws 
against it, prostitution will still exist. The 
other side the coin that legalization 
would increase the availability sex for 
money. How much? impossible 
say. But some the benefits legaliza- 
tion outlined above can reasonably 
weighed against the increase availabil- 
ity. Because this examination 
moral issue, may not appropriate 
discuss economics. But social issues cer- 
tainly have their place: not Christian 
make many people suffer (in social 
sense) just because you disapprove 
what two people are doing. 

questions cannot decided 
absolutely. But even you believe pros- 
titution wrong, the other arguments are 
persuasive favor legalization. And 
ultimately, choice always favor 
informed individual free choice.

There are dozens the Boston yellow 
pages, thousands across the country. 
They counsel people from big companies, 
small businesses, the public sector, 
universities; they advise the self- 
employed, the unemployed, those re- 
turning the job market after 
absence. And the ones spoke with are 
any indication, busy all the time, 
and getting busier. 

Such are the complexities careers, 
though, that two career counselors can 
offer the same definition career. Here 
are six, each the product professional 
who has spent much time considering 
careers, each different: 

career series jobs that are 
some way, either content skills 
interest, connected together over life- 
time 

see career being continuum 
which culminates the fulfillment and 
satisfaction the needs and capacities 
individual.”

“Everybody wants live what call 
fairy-tale life: born into good family, 
grow good environment, get 
degree from good college, get good 
job, marry prince princess, have 
good children. Well, life isn’t like that. 
Somewhere along the way something 
Today those their 20s and 
30s time normally full career dis- 
turbances rivaling seismic shifts 
California are particularly vulnerable. 
are the baby-boom generation grow- 
ing older. The demographic bulge 
American society will betray right 
through our Social Security years, when, 
current trends continue, will 
placing our working children and grand- 
children under severe career strain 
support our retirement. And the greater 
the bulge, the narrower the opportunity 
structure. There can only 500 pres- 
idents Fortune 500 companies; there 
are only two senators per state; only 650 
young athletes can major-league 
baseball teams any given moment.

While 
possible think career line for 
blue-collar worker plumber, say, who 
first apprentices, then works for con- 
tractor while moonlighting the sly, 
then opens plumbing shop, then ex- 
pands into 
store the whole, careers are the do- 
main white-collar employees. What 
was once secretary word-proces- 
sing specialist computer programer 
information analyst today. Which 
say career track some other 
kind job. 

also live time rapid techno- 
logical and economic change, rapid 
illuminate certain careers brightly 
and briefly bolt lightning. Fif- 
teen years ago, aerospace engineers were 
tremendous demand, and many young 
engineers made commitment this 
profession. Then the space program fell 
hard times, and all the committed 
young engineers were left high and dry 
after years expensive schooling and 
preparation. Today, with the successful 
first test the space shuttle, aerospace 
engineering may recover some its one- 
time cachet for new generation. But 
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the process lot people will have been 
squeezed through career grinder. 

consider the poor teacher. Who 
ever thought there would come time 
when teachers would laid off mas- 
sive numbers? Teachers knew they 
going into field with strong ca- 
reer-development potential terms 
salary prestige, but they made the 
tradeoff return for short hours, long 
vacations, and, most cases, the sheer 
enjoyment working with children. 
Now, through fault their own, 
many teachers are finding their Massa- 
chusetts career, uh, terminated. 

All which suggests that there are not 
now, never have been, and all likeli- 
hood never will many interesting, 
compelling, creative, independent, chal- 
lenging, satisfying jobs there are 
people who desire them. that plenty 
people are entering the work world riding 
for one very big fall, after which, 
lucky, pick the pieces 
and able think about what they 
really want. And they’re not lucky, 
end like the teachers: dumped 
from careers for which there longer 
enough demand, unable find other 
work because there are many com- 
peting. 


Some perspectives 

What career counselors can offer 
people perspective, ways making 
sense the myriad choices and pres- 
sures and dislocations. Few know 
anything about careers when enter the 
work world; few high schools and col- 
leges offer any kind training how 
think about career issues. More than 
anything, career counselors find, what 
people need reassurance, sense that 
their problems are not theirs alone, and 
sense that career something that can 
dealt with, understood, and made 
friend. 
Dr. Paul Nash Boston University’s 


Division Humanistic, Developmental, 
and Organizational Studies makes this 
suggestion: would think that people 
are having difficulties with their careers, 
but it’s also richness. think comes 
part due the much greater richness 
opportunities today.

great attention and respect gay 
and lesbian circles, because 
coming out act courage. Not be- 
cause women who love women and men 


who love men are warriors whose prefer- 


ence evinces special bravery, but be- 


cause the revelation has been and contin- 
ues met with fear, rejection, con- 
tempt, confusion, tears, recriminations, 
shock treatments, and legal humiliation. 

Since the Stonewall Rebellion 1969, 
when gay men and lesbians fought back 
against police harassment New York, 
banners annual gay-pride demonstra- 
tions held cities all over the have 
proclaimed, ‘‘We are 
Everywhere, but for the most part invis- 
ible. You can just about count one 
hand the number lesbian gay people 
who are out public life. Despite all the 
feature stories and the documen- 
taries, despite the national smugness 
about America’s historic tolerance di- 
versity, still plenty risky out 
the closet. when Billie Jean King was 
shoved out, was into the middle what 
has been called scandal.” 

King’s first impulse was protect her- 
self. and untrue,” she said 
Marilyn Barnett’s allegation that the 
two women had been lovers. But within 
few days, King apparently realized that 
denial was futile. Word was out, and so, 
flanked her hand-holding husband 
and business partner, Larry King, she 
faced the press and admitted the rela- 
tionship.

campfire near lake summer night, 
the things that bump the night. 
Loons can also wail, releasing slow, 
clear, plaintive cry that, like the howling 
the wolf, has come symbolize all that 
wild and unspoiled, and now perhaps, 
all that must become developed and ru- 
ined. Hearing foggy, moonlit night, 
one’s immediate impulse lie down 
and give oneself it. The wailing 
one loon may set off others other parts 
the lake, and the chorus echoes from 
the far shore, seems, John McPhee 
has written, “detached from the 
earth.” 

the beginning this century, loons 
bred lakes far south Pennsyl- 
vania, but their range has been steadily 
shrinking. Now they are common only 
northern Maine and northern Min- 
nesota. Loons were once widespread 
Massachusetts, but except for one two 
pairs that may breed the Quabban 
Reservoir, they are longer found the 
state all. New Hampshire, they are 
listed threatened species. Shooting 
swift loon the wing was once con- 
sidered excellent sport. Because loons eat 
fish, anglers and game officials once en- 
couraged killing them sight. Buz- 
Bay and Manomet Bay, boats 
crammed with eager marksmen were said 
line rows for the spring loon mi- 
gration. 

The Migratory Bird Treaty Act 1918 
finally stopped most the loon hunt- 
ing, but the population continued de- 
clining more and more cottages were 
built lakeshores literally the 
bird’s nesting site. Little research was 
done the bird, and hardly anyone 
the East noticed its decline until less than 
years ago, when residents around 
Squam Lake New Hampshire joined 
the Audubon Society that state 
hiring some biologists find out where 
all the loons had gone. 

The biologists spread out over the 
state, trying find every loon. Using old 
newspaper stories, diaries, 
views, they tried pinpoint every body 
water the state where loons had once 
nested. They concluded that 1976 only 
214 loons spent the breeding season 
New Hampshire. The following year, 
loons nested fewer than half the lakes 
they once occupied, and fewer than half 
these lakes held chicks that survived. 
Something was wrong. find out what, 
the state Fish and Game Department ob- 
tained funds from the Fish and Wild- 
life Service and subcontracted the job 
the Audubon Society New Hamp- 
shire, which set the Loon Preserva- 
tion Committee old schoolhouse 
Meredith.

There 
they lay their eggs, incubate them for 
about month, then lead the chicks into 
the water with them. Under normal cir- 
cumstances, the adult birds will not touch 
land again until the following May, and 
the young will not touch land for two 
three years.

Loon tunes 


1979, its annual loon festival, 
the Loon Preservation Committee 
played for the first time tape recording 
put together William Barklow, 
who had just received his doctorate from 
Tufts for his research loon calls.

Be- 
cause raccoons are prolific breeders, 
trapping them encouraging hunters 
shoot them has not worked. “We can 
remove coons and get 
says Wood. 

Three years ago, the committee rea- 
soned that the only way save the eggs 
from the raccoons was entice the birds 
into nesting where the coons 
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reach them. Since the loons prefer nest 
small islands when they can, the com- 
mittee began building islands. con- 
structed four-foot-square frames cedar 
logs and turkey wire, filled them with 
sod, leaves, moss, mud, whatever else 
the loons naturally nested the 
vicinity, and anchored them areas 
where raccoon predation was problem. 
Last year, loons nested these arti- 
ficial hummocks, and chicks were 
hatched them that might not have sur- 
vived the natural shoreline. The rac- 
coors have not caught yet. 

Over the last five years, the Loon Pre- 
servation Committee not only has 
managed stabilize the loon population 
New Hampshire but has conducted re- 
search and distributed information that 
may help the bird come back slowly 
the Northeast. Although the Reagan ad- 
ministration’s Interior Department has 
cut the $9000 the committee was receiv- 
ing from the Fish and Wildlife Ser-

eight seconds; scrape down the sides 
the container. With the machine running, 
pour the starter through the food chute

Timing 
will depend room temperature, but 
normal rise take two-and-a-half three 
hours.

Sift the two tablespoons unbleached 
bread flour evenly over ungreased 
cookie sheet; set this aside. Generously 
flour work surface. Remove the dough 
from the bowl without kneading it, and 
work little possible. Cut half. 
With floured hands, pat roll one piece 
into 12-by-eight inch rectangle. Brush 
off the excess flour with pastry brush. 
Fold the rectangle lengthwise into thirds; 
brush off the excess flour. Flatten the 
dough with the heel your hand. Fold 
half lengthwise, then bring two long 
edges up. Center and pinch these two 
edges together firmly form cigar- 
shaped loaf. Turn the dough seam down 
and carefully transfer floured bak- 
ing sheet.

tranquility

ince Thomas Carlyle first complained 
Respectable Professors the Dis- 

mal economists have been 
verifying that epithet with saddening regu- 
larity, even now, the legions supply- 
siders and econometricians expand both 
numbers and self-esteem. Few disciplines 
have been free introspection and ac- 
curacy, and none has proclaimed its special 
fitness for national leadership. 

The few exceptions, those economists who 
write with clarity and compassion, challenge 
the cold orthodoxies their profession. 
recent years, Lester Thurow, Robert 
Lekachman, and Robert Heilbronner have 
been godsend. But for least quarter 
century, the great Avatar the Undismal has 
been John Kenneth Galbraith. Our most 
renowned economist and liberal stalwart has 
now published his 21st book: Life Our 
Times: Memoirs (Houghton Mifflin, 537 pp., 
$16.95). fits admirably into the Galbraith 
mold graceful, charming and illuminating 
prose. But there are unexpected 
disappointments. 

The title aptly understated. any stan- 
dard, Galbraith has had extraordinary 
Best known Harvard professor and 
Kennedy-family insider, JKG has been lead- 
ing innovator economic thought, the head 
the Office Price Administration during 
World War II, ambassador India, co- 
founder and president Americans for 
Democratic Action, raconteur and essay- 
ist the first rank, and occasional adviser 
Roosevelt, Truman, Stevenson, several 
Kennedys, and Lyndon Johnson. Memoirs 
reflects upon these activities with care, 
bringing his special insight and humor vir- 
tually every major historical figure and event 
from the Great Depression the Great 
Society. And this reflecting done, Gal- 
braith admits, with touch arrogance, one 
cannot help believing that arrogance has been 
earned. 

writes almost exclusively Galbraith 
the Public Man: is, deliberately, view 
outward events, people, and 
notes preface. life has been without 
the agony that sustains interest such mat- 
ters and which encourages the associated 
introspection.” this public life has had 
two roles, economist and political adviser. 
And both are reflected the two major 
positions he’s held government, the first 
fixer’’ for two years April, 
1941, May, 1943 and the second 
emissary Nehru’s India years later, 
also for two years. the second post 
(recalled length Journal, 
1969), acknowledges that the life 
ambassador leisurely, punctuated only 
the occasional and unforeseen crisis, his 
case the border war 1962. 
Leisure notwithstanding, JKG authored 
novel and loving memory his childhood 
Ontario (The Scotch) while diplomat. 

His years New Delhi accelerated his 
growing interest foreign affairs, involve- 
ment that grew with America’s expanded 
hostilities Vietnam, Laos, and Cambodia. 
But Galbraith’s major political activity was 
that adviser, speechwriter, and essayist for 
the liberal causes and liberal icons over span 
years, from FDR McGovern. 
Memoirs this activity relayed largely 
anecdote, and often the portraits are edifying: 
Adlai Stevenson, for example, commit- 
ted picturing not his strength contend- 
ing with harsh circumstance but his frailty, 
not his certainty but his doubts, not his 
wisdom but the immeasurable extent what 
needed know.”

aired Monday, May 25, WGBH p.m.) in- 
timate sketch. What local documentarist Fred Simon and 
co-producer Vince Canzoneri have accomplished oral 
history video tape, and they have accomplished 
with amazing grace. 

For minutes, watch Frank, now veteran 
his mid- and social worker Boston, traces 
the course his life since 1969. Except for occasional 
graphics noting chronology and photographs Frank 
receiving medal staring into the camera along with 
his former wife, all see Frank himself black and 
white, sitting armchair front exposed radia- 
tor. hear other voice. The camera itself rarely 
moves (when does shift its grip Frank, the zooms 
are sometimes jerky). Almost nothing distracts from 
story that would seem improbable did not already 
know something the ghastly personal consequences 
the war from other Vietnam veterans. But listen 
Frank talk such uninterrupted isolation for long 
stirring and discomfiting way most are not used 
to. 

Vietnam veterans have become the chief mnemonic de- 
vice our efforts remember war already eight years 
behind us. through their painful adjustments 
civilian life that recall one cruel irony that un- 
holiest foreign entanglements: many its veterans are 
still fighting it. It’s almost axiomatic now that veterans 
got hit from all sides: enemy (and times friendly) 
fire, protest home, bitterly indifferent public, 
Agent Orange, stress all its 
virulent forms, imperialist morality that twisted 
them age when they were defenseless against it. 
Among veterans, there common resentment: for 
long time the government did nothing 
them, reimburse them for their emotional and physical 
losses. The unthinkable war was compounded 
unthinkable neglect until Max Cleland the Veterans 
Administration started the Outreach Program store- 
front counseling centers under Carter. then, 
course, was too late for those already deranged 
prison dead from suicide. The government had for- 
gotten, didn’t care any more, that peace every bit 
much art war. And now the threat posed the 
Outreach Program Reaganomics indicates that the 
government intent forgetting again. 

All this comes through Frank. After survival and 
sniper training 1969, Frank became one the 
elite 100 snipers and arrived, unafraid, Vietnam

price administrator; and the most creative economic 
thinker and author postwar America. These are 
considerable triumphs. Although sometimes seems 
pale beside his gallery celebrities, the economics 
John Kenneth Galbraith should occupy center stage. And 
the early going Memoirs, does. 

Keynes deserves more thoughtful treatment, 
particularly given his current disrepute Washington, 
but Galbraith content show how ideas 
came America. was first experience with the 
mindless rigidity the orthodox market economists who 
rejected innovation, experience repeated frequently 
during the following years. And was largely result 
his Keynesian exposition that the young Harvard pro- 
fessor moved into government. These years, 
recounted almost tedious detail, were heady ones even 
for the self-confident. Not yet 33, Galbraith was the 
czar one the most powerful men 
domestic policy-making. The effort control inflation 
and output those years critical time for the nation’s 
ability fight fascism was, his reckoning, solid 
success. Price regulation was not without blunder and 
error, which is, with the endless stonewalling the Cap- 
tains Industry and their congressional allies, depicted 
length. Along with his small exegesis the topic

ample historical insight and, perhaps, timely lessons for 
the inflation besetting now.

Galbraith’s economic role, however, notable more 
for what has written than what has done. his 
own estimation and everyone else’s his 
his major contribution: The Affluent Society (1958), The 
New Industrial State (1967), and Economics and the 
Public Purpose (1973). The first two were certainly 
ground-breaking, challenging the resilient dogma the 
market. JKG’s central insight focuses the 
dominant role the modern corporation, entity prac- 
tically nonexistent neoclassical economics. 
economic development the corporation achieved its great 
Galbraith writes Memoirs; influence came 
bear strongly prices, costs, consumer responses and 
the policy the state. questions economic and so- 
cial policy the reputable public opinion became that. 
which reflected the legislative and other public need 
the large corporation and its leadership. The voice the 
corporation became, its volume and reputability, the 
voice the public. For full half the economy, the 
textbook image the business firm was not only 
parody reality, but concealed the reality the 
exercise economic and political power. Specifically, 
concealed from all who studied Galbraith 
brought the the privately owned 
and all its conceits, into full view. 
One notes with distress that his analysis has become only 
more accurate corporate power has increased. 

The trilogy has had precursors: Berle, Means, 
Drucker, Mills, and others, and some are acknowledged. 
But Galbraith pieced his analysis together particu- 
larly novel and convincing way; The New Industrial 
State remains compelling and unsurpassed, evincing the 
exceptional talent for common sense and fine 
writing. That many his profession have targeted him 
for special scorn should surprise: has upset the 
faith, doing with bold mockery and seductive elo- 
quence. 

But the eloquence Memoirs gives way after- 
taste artificial sweetener. There are some peculiar gaps 
this reminiscence that are not filled the recollec- 
eral, other JKG anthologies. Other reviewers, though 
suitably fawning, have questioned the egocentrism 
Memoirs. Most autobiographers are egocentric, and that, 
me, not troubling. Rather, there another disso- 
nance: Galbraith ignores certain obvious issues and per- 
ceptions, perhaps finding them distasteful. 

The omissions are most glaring his treatment 
liberalism. Nary negative word heard New Deal 
ideas and their consequent bureaucracy. One can argue, 
Galbraith has elsewhere, that government manage- 
ment the major sectors the economy preferable 
management private oligarchy. But that argument 
does not exonerate the sins public administration. 


would instructive read Galbraithean defense 
liberalism its darkest hour, and equally enlightening 
see him examine its nemesis, the New Right Gal- 
braith has recent New York Review Books. But 
these topics belong this important and lasting 
volume? 

Similarly, though his views are somewhat radical, his 
political life not. once described himself Dick Cav- 
ett being ‘‘on the raffish fringe the Establish- 
Even political rake can adored the power 
elite, and with our Shavian Galbraith: from 
Gstaad Hyannis Port, sense that most com- 
fortable these environs.

Oblomov falls love, how handles his 
friends, how reacts birds and sky 
and light, and how explains himself. 
And this sort exploration that the 
Soviet director Nikita Mikhalkov, who 
made Slave Love, has attempted 
his moving, almost overwhelmingly 
pretty adaptation with results that have 
less with Goncharov than with Mi- 
own enthusiasm for birds and 
sky and light. 

Like the book, the film opens with 
passage boisterous comedy. Oblomov 
(Oleg Tabakov) introduced his

Shortly thereafter, Lincoln’s approach 
underwent radical transformation. In- 
fluenced primarily drummer Roach, 


whom she married 1962 (they have 
since divorced), Lincoln turned her atten- 
tion the condition black people 
this country and Africa. Tin Pan Alley 
was purged from her repertoire, replaced 
musical settings Langston Hughes 
and Paul Laurence Dunbar poems 
her own lyrics with compositions Mal 
Waldron, Thelonious Monk, and Roach. 
Sometimes, the explosive 
section Roach’s 1960 
Insist! Freedom Now Suite (recently re- 
issued Columbia), she abandoned 
words entirely favor screams and 
sighs. This new Lincoln had aesthetic 
shortcomings, including penchant for 
stolid, distended melodies; but her mili- 
tant attitude announced the overdue arri- 
val socially explicit black music, while 
her proud, street-wise delivery opened 
the door for the likes Nikki Giovanni 
and Ntozake Shange. 


Having turned her emphasis acting 
the Lincoln quickly learned 
that Hollywood had little use for black 
women.

Boston’s best musicians have 

been surfacing lately, some un- 
familiar surroundings, some 
miliar and adventurous repertoire 
continuing reminder (if this point 
the long and exhausting season 
needed one), how much have 
grateful for.

There 
was also the more extroverted Sonatine 
the prolific but seldom heard Germaine 
Tailleferre, composed 1973, when she 
was 81, but sounding more like some- 
thing from half-century ago (it’s hard 
believe that any “Les Six” are still 
alive). 

The main event, though, was violinist 
Edward Steuermann’s 1932 transcription 
for piano trio Arnold 


Verklaerte Nacht, work best known 
own orchestral arrange- 
ment, but originally composed, 1899, 
for string sextet. Stepner, Amper, and 
cellist Bruce Coppock made strong case 
for this trio version. The Richard Dehmel 
poem that Verklaerte Nacht based 
concerns man and woman walking 
through the woods clear wintry 
night. The woman bearing another 
man’s child; the man accepts the child 
his own himself. They are both 
transfigured. The dialogue the poem 
reflected the intense and beautiful dia- 
logue between violin and cello (the 
woman and the man?), and the chilling, 
darkly clear moonlit atmosphere em- 
bodied the piano. This is, course, 
oversimplification, but the intensity with 
which these three musicians wanted 
tell this story underlined its narrative im- 
pulse and power. 

Another was Yo-Yo 
playing the Mozart Sinfonia Concer- 
tante with violinist Lynn Chang and the 
Harvard Bach Society Orchestra under 
James Ross (May 2). The Sinfonia Con- 
certante greatest concerto for 
strings, it’s not surprising that 
would want play it. written, how- 
ever, for violin and viola, not cello. But 
played the correct key, with sur- 
prisingly few octave shifts. Within 
minutes, one became accustomed the 
richer hues one could actually hear the 


part more clearly. Still more 
astonishing were the almost vocal nu- 
ances Ma’s playing. With Chang, the 
violin sound was beautiful, but every 
note had the same color. played 
rainbow, embroidering emotional sub- 
text under and around the violin. Where 
the violin played loud, the cello sang; 
where soft, the cello whispered. Ross, 
21-year-old Harvard undergraduate and 
prize-winning horn player (he’s first 
horn with the Boston Philharmonic), 
conductor with good impulses. Works 
Bach, Stravinsky, and Brahms, which 
filled out the program, had point, and 
profile, spite the chaotic playing.

Another horn-playing conductor, 
David Hoose, continuing make 
impact both capacities. The Emmanuel 
Wind Quintet, which plays, was 
only finalist last year’s Naumberg 
competition this year won. And last 
summer, Hoose won the Mitropoulos 
Prize Tanglewood for conducting. His 
latest concert, with the Cantata Singers 
(April 29), won Richard coveted

And yet 
without Harris have been 
vis Presley pelvis, without Roy Brown 
Presley tenor, and without both good 
rocking tonight.

Those who were made 
Chuck Berry and Elvis Presley tended 
think that what made sprang from 
the ground fully grown: but course 
that wasn’t so. The music the postwar

was nothing less than sexual revolu- 
tion. Ever since Mamie Smith’s and 
Bessie first recordings 1921, 
the favored black singers had almost all 
been female, and the favorite topics fe- 
male ones. was said contemporary 


critics that man’s voice could not ex- 
press the range nuance and the inten- 
sity suffering available woman. 
Compared Billie Holiday and Helen 
Humes, even Joe Turner and storytellers 
like Jimmy Rushing concentrated 
theatric effects the gimmickry their 
wit rather than giving their slickness over 
the sighs and dreams pure blue feel- 
ing. But these critics failed observe that 
the blues era depended almost 
entirely male rhythm sections. The

And there’s deny- 
ing that after Chuck Berry and Jerry Lee 
Lewis and Elvis Presley it’s difficult 
see, rock roll, music that uses more 
musicians than fit into the seats V-8 
Ford, that travels slower than hot-rod 
speed, that announces its coming with 
sleek, sharkskin trombones rather than 
pink-and-black broadcloth guitars. The 
difference vehicle all you need 
know about the disappearance Har- 
and Brown’s train songs.

Curing Cabin Fever

our years ago Chris Hill had songs, 
band, and gigs, which why 

and the others decided call 
themselves Cabin Fever. It’s always hard 
for unknowns, but it’s especially hard 
trying forge C&W career 
New England, the worst market the na- 
tion for country music. Boston, the 
band’s home, still doesn’t have gritty 
country-music station. (Only Waltham’s 
WDLW reaches Boston, and rarely 
varies from its bland Top format, 
which means lot would-be listeners 
and honky-tonkers are put off puf- 
fery like Never Promised You Rose 
Cabin biggest obstacle 
getting started was that plays mostly 
originals. don’t perform the latest 
covers, and that has really hurt our bank 
account,” said Hill, Cabin lead 
singer, rhythm guitarist, and principal 
songwriter. 

But once few club owners relented 
didn’t take long for the band’s schedule 
expand. Cabin Fever became regular 
the Springfield Street Saloon (now the 
Ding Ho, comedy club) Inman 
Square, the Blue Star Saugus, the Hill- 
billy Ranch, and later such neighbor- 
hood taverns the Inn-Square 
Bar and the Tam, where still frequent- 
plays.

week. Cabin Fever, which has yet re- 
lease record, played bill with Merle 
Haggard, Tammy and Roy 
Acuff Carnegie Hall. 

few days before the New York con- 
cert, Cabin Fever was the Tam, tidy 
Brookline bar with small stage and 
dance floor that attracts mix cab 
drivers, young professionals, and Boston 
College students.

The problem for these 
painters, then, convince they are 
doing something besides contriving 
jazzy, decorated surfaces. 

Roger Kizik, Rick Harlow, and John 
McNamara have trouble finding 
solution.

Jon, seems, 
self-centered prig who frowns 
his wife’s yearnings for indepen- 
dence. Anne, who goes for

ing control over the character and 
nuance that made its earlier 
scenes effective. Caine, 
though, marvel throughout, 
his lips and shaking his 
pageboy hair-do create 
intense portrait ordinary 
guy gone bonkers. And there are 
some memorable bits business: 
spooky, Polanski-esque mo- 
ment which Jon tries lift 
raw hamburger patty with the 
steel fingers his artificial hand;

But here’s 
where the movie hedges its 
premise: though Sanda and 
Chaplin are both intrigued the 
idea lesbian relationship, they 
culmination, and they reluctantly 
return their 
husbands. Men, you see, are 
depthless, soulless rotters, but 
damn all got penises, 
and, when you come down it, 
marginally preferable 
dogs.

confusing. Shopping for 
speakers the middle-price range 
(around $150 $250 per speaker) 
especially difficult because addition 
the usual matters requiring decision 
(such which brands consider and 
whether choose acoustic-suspen- 
sion vented-woofer design), you also 
face choice between two-way and three- 
way speaker systems. other price 
ranges this choice likely auto- 
matic: most $100 speakers are two-way 
systems with woofer and tweeter and 
fairly simple crossover network inside, 
while most $400 speakers are three-way 
systems containing separate woofer, 
midrange, and tweeter wired rela- 
tively elaborate crossover network. 
Obviously three-way speaker 
than two-way speaker, all else 
being equal. But when all else equal the 
three-way speaker also more costly 
than the two-way. The problem de- 
cide whether $200 three-way design 
better than two-way the same price. 
Can speaker containing two carefully 
tailored, expensive drivers outperform 
speaker containing three drivers that are 
individually cheaper but which benefit 
from the inherent advantages three- 
way design? are the natural virtues 
well-made three-way system great 
that two-way speaker, matter how 
refined, can possibly equal it? (After all, 
everybody knows you can’t cheat the

have done this, but not many because 
this price level, the sonic compromises 
three-way design are too obvious, 
and two-way system can easily made 
sound better. With cheap parts and 
slapdash assembly, the speaker will have 
severe limitations, regardless the theo- 
retical advantages the three-way ap- 
proach. 

Conversely, one can make two-way 
speaker costing hundreds dollars, 
using very exotic highly refined driv- 
ers (such electrostatic panels) that will 
give exquisite performance some re- 
spects. few companies have made such 
speakers, and they have strong appeal for 
some listeners, but they usually suffer 
from important system limitations (such 
narrow dispersion limited bass out- 
put), making good three-way design 
more satisfying overall choice for the 
average listener.

Low-frequency output: producing 
strong, room-filling bass involves mov- 
ing lot air, and bass out- 
put depends directly its

Reaction the early digitally mas- 
tered recordings confirmed these predic- 
tions. the late British 
Band Classics, with Frederick Fennell 
conducting the Eastman Rochester Wind 
Ensemble, was favorite with audio- 
philes. 1978 Telarc released digitally 
mastered recording much the same 
repertoire, with the same conductor, and 
was obvious that the new disc had even 
more bite the brass, more thunderous 
bass drum, and more clarity and inner 
detail. seemed plausible that the digital 
tape recorder was largely responsible for 
these improvements. Inadequate 
poorly adjusted cartridges and arms had 
trouble playing the Telarc Fennell record, 
and became popular for audio experts 
speculate print about how our 
systems would have improve handle 
the new digital recordings, with their 90- 
plus dynamic range and their ex- 
tended frequency response. Hard-core 
audiophiles, meanwhile, having com- 
plained for years about the poor quality

Several things have happened past 
four years delay the millennium. The 
home digital playback systems that 
expected might available this year will 
not here until 1983, all still lis- 
tening analog pressings digital 
tapes.

Many people the audio industry 
now contend that digital recording, 
least represented currently avail- 
able hardware, step backward 
sound quality, and that even the best 
digital recordings are less satisfying, less 
realistic, than modern analog produc- 
tions. Some say that digital sound in- 
herently fatiguing and ultimately un- 
healthy, that saps the strength, 
weakens the body, and can cause all sorts 
long-term unpleasantness indulged 
excess. Audiophile publications like 
The Absolute Sound, International Audio 
Review, and The Audio Critic have pub- 
lished record reviews and commentary 
damning the digital process for distor- 
tion high levels, distortion low 
levels, removal ambiance, flattening 
the stereo image, coarsening the sonic 
texture, destruction the natural timbre 
instruments, and general 
ness and irritation. the view some 
writers, digital hype, cruel joke per- 
petrated the public and the big record 
companies the manufacturers re- 
cording equipment who have been aided 

the commercial hi-fi press (Stereo 
Review, the favorite target the small 
magazines, seems draw most this 
criticism). Are the writers 
hearing something that the rest 
can’t Are they resisting the new 
technology because it’s going make the 
game less interesting? And they are 
hearing something, the problem the 
result the digital process, 
coming from somewhere else? 

None these questions can an- 
swered definitively without lot care- 
ful experimentation. But the controversy 
reveals lot about the whole field 
audio, encompassing its technological, 
sociological, and psychological aspects. 
begin figure out what happening 
here, need think about analog re- 
cording practice, digital recording tech- 
nique, the nature human hearing, the 


psychology the disease known 


formally audiophiliosis, and the re- 
quirements and limitations the scien- 
tific method. even can’t discover 
the Ultimate Truth the space few 
pages, can learn some interesting 
things along the way. 


How works again 

Most you have now endured 
explanations digital sound. But 
we're going get any useful informa- 
tion from this exercise, have 
through once more. brief. 

the accompanying figure see 
portion musical waveform, repre- 
sented voltage varying with time. 
The quality recording, storage, and 
retrieval system lies how closely the 
waveform get out the system re- 
sembles what put in. the wave- 
form’s shape changed, the system has 
distortion. there signal coming out 
the system when nothing going in, the 
system has noise. Both distortion and 
noise are unwanted signals that the 
system adds the musical waveform. 
The principal difference between them 
that the distortion signal related 
some way the musical waveform, 
whereas the noise signal unrelated 
the desired waveform. (This distinction 
important, because the types noise and 
distortion found typical digital and 
analog systems are different.) 

What digital recorder does 
measure the input waveform and store 
the measurements instead the wave- 
form itself. The measurements are ex- 
pressed, encoded, binary numbers 
strings ones and zeros. The staircase- 
looking waveform our figure repre- 
sents the output the measuring cir- 
cuit, called the sample-and-hold circuit. 
The output this circuit fed cir- 
cuit, called the quantizer, that generates 
the numbers for storage. Samples the 
analog wave form are taken regular in- 
tervals, and the number samples taken 
per second called the sampling rate. 
The quantizer does the electronic equi-

The 
names and control functions the 
various knobs and switches 
changed significantly since 1961. But 
closer inspection you will find one basic 
difference: back then there was hole 
the front panel. Today virtually every 
stereo preamp, amplifier, receiver, and 
tape deck includes standard quarter- 
inch socket for stereo-headphone plug. 
Headphones are universal; seems dif- 
ficult imagine time when they were 
not standard hi-fi component, but 
fact the stereo headphone was invented 
1958 and didn’t become popular until the 
early ‘70s. 

The history headphones designed 
for music listening largely the history 
one name and company: Koss. John 
Koss invented the stereo headphone 
(which calls the dis- 
tinguish from traditional communica- 
tions-type headsets with their telephone- 
quality sound), and spent most the 
following decade proselytizing for this 
special mode listening, trying per- 
suade equipment manufacturers in- 
clude headphone jacks their pro- 
ducts, and trying get people listen 
stereo headphones just once. Most people 
who had never tried had conception 
how dramatically different head- 
phone stereo from loudspeaker stereo, 
and descriptions proved unpersuasive; 
but once people heard good stereo re- 
cording via stereophones they usually 
became instant converts. John Koss, 
trumpet player, found that some his

had several firsts. 1968 the company 
produced the first commercially success- 
ful stereo headphone using high-voltage 
electrostatic elements; the ESP-9 still 
one the most transparent and detailed 
headphones ever made. About the same 
time Koss developed the first dynamic 
driver specifically designed for use 
headphones, with large magnet struc- 
ture and Mylar diaphragm. (Then, and 
for long while after, most headphones 
were made with little loudspeaker 
elements with microphone elements 
operated reverse.) The new Koss driver 
was the heart the Pro/4AA (1970) 
which became the world’s largest-selling 
headphone for several years, and the 
model most widely adopted recording 
engineers for on-location monitoring. 
addition playing loud without burn- 
ing out, was capable far deeper bass 
response, with much lower distortion, 
than any other headphone and 10- 
year-old Pro/4AAs good working 
order still have lower bass distortion than 
most headphones the market today. 
But they were heavy, tight, and general 
too uncomfortable for extended listen- 
ing, most today’s headphones are 
the lightweight, open-back style that sac- 
rifice deep-bass output favor com- 
fort. Koss still continues 
provide factory repair service for all old 
models well for current ones.)

Howling success 


Getting even with acoustic feedback

with the day the switch the 

hanging lamp above desk broke. 
spent the better part two months

never really expected more. The 
world made little things that 
don’t work marketed people who 
don’t care consumers who don’t trust 
anybody. But think that the hi-fi 
manufacturers, the people who invest 
millions dollars annually perfecting 
fine points their products’ specifi- 
cations, would least have the basics 
down pat. mean, these people sit around 
collecting big salaries and fudging and re- 
circuiting components achieve some 
improvement that can’t hear, you can’t 
hear, and even they can’t hear. fact, 
justify what done, they can’t just 
play record, they have drag out some 
sophisticated piece test equipment and 
show their bosses that this year’s models 
sound (at least paper) better than last 

This all fine with me, because over 
the course years all the little 
steps add great leaps forward. 
gripe that these guys are fiddling while 
speakers burn watts good end. 
And point that the industry 
whole has right spend time 
quibbling over harmonic distortion specs 
when hasn’t even figured out how 
make its products work together the 
meanest sense the term. don’t mind 
that tape deck broke. Parts wear out. 
Things can fixed. mind, but can 
understand, that finding parts for three- 
year-old cassette deck can almost 
much trouble finding parts rebuild 
25-year-old lamp. certain lack 
standardization inevitable. What 
mind that it’s possible own $500 
pair speakers and $200 turntable and 


not able play records. just 
stupid. 

But not only possible, it’s easy. It’s 
something did myself the name 
upgrading. The villain the catastrophe 
is, usual, quirk physics this 
case, phenomenon called acoustic feed- 
back. It’s problem haunted turn- 
table designers for years, and, alas, 
problem that they and large have 
chosen ignore. layman’s under- 


standing (merely understanding, mind 


you few actually believe this until 
happens them) acoustic feedback 
goes follows. 

Sound, specifically low-frequency 
sound, typically low-frequency sound 
generated stereo system’s loud- 
speakers, causes the stylus 
and/or cartridge and/or tonearm en- 
tire turntable vibrate. You know when 
you feel the furniture rumble during 
particularly loud bass passage? Well, 
your turntable (whole part) 
likewise shaken. The very sound signal 
originating your system where your 
stylus meets the record groove ampli- 
fied and back” from the loudspeak- 
ers its source. can fed back 
‘through something solid, like bookcase 
shared your turntable and one more 
your speakers called structure- 
borne acoustic feedback), through the 
air (right, airborne acoustic feedback) the 
same way the sound reaches your ears. 
All the sounds produced your 
loudspeakers invariably get back your 
turntable (unless built something 
extraordinary around your components 
isolate them), but usually this sonic re- 

But cartridge and tonearm act to- 
gether delicate and precise instru- 
ment. For any cartridge/tonearm com- 
bination, there frequency which 


the tonearm will resonate (i.e., shake). 
This resonance determined the com- 
pliance (how flexible the stylus be- 
tween the cartridge assembly and the rec- 
ord) the cartridge and the mass 
(weight) the tonearm. The typical 
resonance frequency cartridge and 
tonearm approximately Hz. The 
higher cartridge’s compliance (the more 
flexible), the lower will the trouble- 
some frequency. 

The classic theoretical model for 
cartridge/tonearm assembly 
resonance frequency weight sus- 
pended spring. you set the weight 
motion, the spring will give and take, 
give and take, etc., until the whole con- 
traption runs out energy. 

what happens tonearm dur- 
ing bout acoustic feedback. Some- 
thing the record, the rumble your 
turntable’s motor, something outside 
the system (like you stomping around the 
room engaging private shingaling) 
excites the stylus the tonearm as- 
resonance frequency. The tone- 
arm starts vibrate that frequency. 
And there’s nothing stop it. The spring 
just keeps working. would stop, but the 
unwanted vibration being fed into 
amplifier and sent through loudspeakers 
back via air structure the tonearm. 
The tonearm shakes from the now louder 
stimulation and dutifully 
vibration into the amplifer, which sends 
the speakers, which sends even 
louder vibration back the tonearm, and 
‘round and ‘round, louder and louder, 
and Good God, happening?!! 

Okay, calm down. happening 
the action the spring the model 
had tripped switch that caused some 
powered device hit the weight and 
keep bouncing. your system feeds 
back long enough (it sounds like 
dreadful roar, low-pitched howl al- 
most), gaining goes, your speakers 
will eventually bottom out. End 
speakers. This inevitability obvious 
anyone ever heard feedback gain- 
ing momentum. hearing person could 
hang around long enough listen the 
speakers expire. 

your cartridge/tonearm 
resonance frequency indeed around 
Hz, probably avoided the feed- 
back experience. Few records offer any 
signal information below Hz. Record 
warps, the most common source feed- 
back signals, produce frequency around 
Hz. those unfortunates with very 
high-compliance cartridges, cartridges 
that have lowered the tonearm as- 
sembly’s resonance frequency around 
Hz, who have deal with this. 

But, lest you get the wrong idea, 
should noted that all this not really 
the high-compliance cartridge’s fault. 
Especially. The way eliminate the po- 
tential for feedback damp the tone- 
vibrate whatever resonance frequency 
would undamped. you can that, 
you can use any cartridge you want.

The product 

Virtually all optical video discs 
available are manufactured MCA 
DiscoVision. They are packaged sim- 
ilarly the way phonograph records are, 
plastic-lined paper sleeves, which are 
inserted turn into albums made very 
lightweight cardboard coated with glossy 
paper.

Krause very respected 
synthesist who, along with his 
long-time partner, the late Paul 
Beaver, created the ambitious but 
badly flawed Nonesuch Guide 
Electronic Music years ago.

The choruses perform well, 
and their diction decent. The 
boys’ chorus, however, sounds 
more amateurish than would 
seem called for graceless rather 
than charming and innocent. Its 
sections are also much too slow. 
The soloists, the estimable Judith 
Blegen, Kenneth Riegel, and Peter 
Binder, are fine. 

The stereo perspective this 
recording, however, nothing 
short bizarre. This recording, 
like the Previn, was made for 
quadrophonic release, and though 
the stereo mix manages avoid 
being absurdly busy, voices and 
instruments keep showing 
the strangest places. The piano, 
just left center, the only 
sound source that seems stay 
put. Producer Andrew Kazdin 
warns the liner notes that the 
imaging between the various sec- 
tions deliberately inconsistent, 
but this playing fast and loose 
with reality tends induce mal 
mer, especially the head- 
phone listener. Despite that, the 
balances are not all bad. 

And now the good news. 
Telarc’s release about close 
perfect record this reviewer 
has had the pleasure pissing 
off his neighbors with. Shaw 
one the finest choral conduc- 
tors alive, and shows the un- 
canny diction and vocal inton- 
ation the choruses, the pre- 
cision the entire ensemble, and 
the balances among the vocal 
forces and between chorus and 
orchestra. Telarc’s triple-spaced- 
omni-miking serves brilliantly, 
the imaging superb and the de- 
tail crystalline. The orchestra puts 
great show, and the per- 
formances are tight seem 
effortless; the soloists approach 
the material they not only 
understand but really sym- 
pathize with the various and 
sundry odd characters they are 
portraying. Shaw’s tempos jump 
without seeming rush, and the 
whole ensemble exhibits level 
energy that must have been very 
difficult maintain over the 
three days that this performance 
took commit tape. 

One problem with the Telarc 
record, besides the price, which 
really justified considering the 
competition, the fourth side.

Alas, the recording can only 
called wretched. Besides the imag- 
ing problems resulting from the 
plethora microphones, there 
are frequent odd spatial shifts 
that sound like the result either 
compressors not properly ganged 


stereo, very badly cali- 


brated Dolby noise reduction. 

The sound entirely one-di- 
mensional, the orchestra 
were playing single rather 
cramped, straight line. not 
dry, but the added reverberation 
adds sense depth whatever. 

Modulation noise reveals itself 
kind swishing sound that 
accompanies the rising and fall- 
ing dynamics the recorded 
curately adjusted bias levels 
the tape machine, and all over 
this record, making the quieter 
sections almost unbearable. 

The pressing not bad enough 
mask all this garbage, but 
hardly praiseworthy. There 
lot high-frequency crackling 
going on, and the sound badly 
lacking bass. The disc was 
covered with dust and little 
threads when came out its 


lot hope, but RCA certainly 


hefty protective envelope, and 
had bad warp. 

Although the performance 
must for anyone who has any 
way does this release qualify 
audiophile record.

Seventeen the pieces were 
chosen for this record, and they 
encompass wide range styles. 
Moran’s Memoriam 
Maurice Ravel” lushly roman- 
tic, Milton Babbitt’s ‘‘Minute 
Waltz (or plus-or-minus 
hilariously mathematical, while 
Tom Constanten’s 
sounds like Keith Jarrett impro- 
vising Stephen Foster. All the 
pieces are very short, ranging 
from wonderful 12-second joke 
Virgil Thomson static car- 
ousel-like piece Ivan Tcherep- 
nin that runs just under four 
minutes. The exception, and the 
only real clunker the bunch, 
five-minute piece John Cage 

features three pianists per- 
forming all manner musi- 
cal toys well pianos, mixed 
with some obnoxious 
tapes recorded 
noisy street corners. usual 
with Cage, the piece has point 
speak of, and sounds partic- 
ularly dull when surrounded 
many charming little minia- 
tures. 

The performances are all pretty 
good; everyone involved seems 
have reasonably good com- 
mand the material, but that 
admittedly difficult judgment 
make when hearing this kind 
music for the first time. 

The recordings were made 
two hectic days the late, la- 
mented Columbia 30th Street 
Studio, and the sound analyti-

VA-25007. Digitally recorded 
using the Sony PCM-1600 
system. List $12.98. 

Late last year, Vanguard put 
out the first side this record 
one half its premiere digital-re- 
cord release. the flip side was 
analog version the same ses- 
sion. Buyers who shelled out the 
$12.98 were then supposed 
send post card (prepaid) tell- 
ing the company which they liked 
best. 

The digital, apparently, won 
out, and now Vanguard has re-re- 
leased that side, pairing with 
similarly done recording dif- 
ferent symphony and offering the 
consumer bit more value. 

It’s not bad, either. Somary and 
this 35-(or so)-piece fixture 
the New York summer-music 
scene really dig into the music, 
and they obviously have good 
time. The performances are lively 
and gutsy, and, aside from the oc- 
casional over-eager entrance, are 
technically just fine. 

The sound, however, little 
strange. Vanguard’s recording 
studio old Masonic temple 
23rd Street Manhattan, and 
has quite bit resonance, 
which mostly restricted the 
higher frequencies. Although the 
string sound smooth and ex- 
cellently defined, evidenced 
the wonderful counterpoint be- 
tween the first and second violins 
the finale the Drum Roll, 
there odd channel-crossing 
echo from the upper partials 
the horns. Completely con- 
tradicting what just said, 
should also note that the images 
the bass drum and timpani are 
very fuzzy, while the cymbals are 
sharp you can almost touch 
them. 

The woodwind choir, well, 
sounds bit weird, but suspect 
this due its physical place- 
ment the hall the 
and bassoons sound quite bit 
more spread out than the flutes 
and oboes. 

spite all that, the record- 
ing, the first I’ve come across 
from Digital Recording Systems 
Pennsylvania (who were the 
subject lengthy Phoenix ar- 
ticle not long ago), very clear 
and reflects well the lusty perfor- 
mances. The surfaces, which are 
pressed the redoubtable 
Records Teldec vinyl, are 
good, though I’ve heard better. 
least one nasty pop manages 
cover what I’m sure slop- 
edit. 

Vanguard seems the 
right track with its audiophile 
line, and, the right hands, the 
Sony system may yet prove 
the equal Soundstream. it’s 
really serious about pleasing 
supercritical audience, however, 
Vanguard might start looking for 
new hall for its orchestral re- 
cordings.

It’s amazing how just 
three years, one man’s composi- 
tional style can change 
drastically Arnold Schoen- 
berg’s did between 1906 and 
1909. The earlier Chamber Sym- 
phony, which for some reason 
appears here side two, 
reminiscent its colors 
Richard Strauss, while throwing 
orchestral motifs around like 
Brahms and still maintaining 
concise sort Wagnerian tonal- 
ity (got all that?). other words, 
music that fit quite well with 
what his contemporaries were 
doing. The Five Pieces, the 
other hand, are fully realized, 
completely atonal compositions, 
which the composer was be- 
gining develop, entirely his 
own, ways solving the 
compositional problems that the 
elimination tonal centers 
posed. 


far can tell, this the 
first recording the chamber-or- 
chestra version the Five Pieces 
(which were, reality, arranged 
the composer along with his 
pupil Felix Greissle), and though 
lacks much the sheer impact 
the full orchestral setting, 
still very effective, and the details 
are somewhat easier grasp. The 
ensemble excellent, and the per- 
formances very energetic. 

The recorded sound up- 
close, much that the first 
violin sounds were poking 
you the ear. The rest the 
group has nice sense depth, 
the overall effect that 
stage. There little room sound, 
which helps keep things very 
clean and crisp. The mastering 
very good, but the record over- 
cut quite few places, result- 
ing mild distortion. The vinyl 
only fair.

Nonesuch seems having 
problems getting its liner-notes 
act together, the list person- 
nel neglects whoever doing 
fine job with the piano part the 
Five Pieces.

Orchestra. But noooo in- 
sisted once again close-mik- 
ing, this time the violin 
stereo, and mixing that every 
time the poor girl turns her head, 
sounds she were galloping 
off the far corners the stage. 

When the orchestra plays 
alone, the sound quite good, 
but Jenson dwarfs everything 
when she enters, and though that 
makes the disc easy listen 
low volume, sounds absurd 
when you pay attention. 

The performances are quite 
commendable. Not being 
scholar violin music, 
loathe expound Jenson’s 
playing any great detail, but 
suffice say that she per- 
forms this somewhat sappy rep- 
ertoire with grace, accuracy, 
warmth, and great power. Since 
she only years old, she ob- 
viously has great future. And 
look forward hearing her per- 
form less ostentatious music. 

seems that record companies 
this country are finally ap- 
proaching some kind consen- 
sus with regard the superiority 
Teldec vinyl, consensus ap- 
plaud. only hope that the Ger- 
man company doesn’t start 
running out raw material. This 
Teldec pressing excellent, 
though pianissimo sections 
are cut soft that the disc noise, 
low is, does intrude. There 
was piece dreck the second 
side that required lot 
scrubbing remove, and then, 
instead coming off clean, sort 
spread itself around; also, 
have yet come across disc that 
has held such attraction for 
dust. 

Unfortunately, the weird imag- 
ing the solo violin chokes the 
orchestral sound and undercuts 
the advantages the digital 
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system, the recording no- 
where near clear and crisp 
should be. Finally, the orchestra 
and soloist alike make awful 
lot noise when not 
playing. 

This good record, but 
serves much better early 
document the career Dylana 
Jenson than does audio- 
phile sound spectacular. And the 
cover falls apart.

There’s really nothing that 
qualifies these audiophile re- 
cordings except the use the 
Sony PCM-1600 digital recorder 
for the master tape. Still, these 
records are welcome because 
the rare opportunity they pro- 
vide hear the Baltimore Sym- 
phony records; the orchestra 
and its Rumanian conductor 
show themselves 
thoroughly skilled professionals. 
The orchestra doesn’t have the 
tonal richness the Berlin Phil- 
harmonic, but then, few orches- 
tras do. Comissiona doesn’t bring 
off these warhorses with quite the 
flair and crisp precision that 
Arthur Fiedler used to, but then, 
who does? And the recording 
doesn’t fully match the solidity 
and transparency the best Tel- 
arcs again, hardly any do. 

The Ravel/Rimsky/Enes- 
co/Berlioz record mixed bag 
both musically and sonically. The 
sound oddly inconsistent, 
the four pieces were recorded 
three recording crews who 
compare notes. The Bolero and 
Capriccio have relatively dis- 
tant sound with lots empty- 
hall ambiance and obvious (in 
fact exaggerated) stereo depth: 
the violin and woodwind solos are 
right down front while the tim- 
pani and brass are somewhere 
the next county. the Enesco 
and Berlioz pieces, everything 
down front except some the 
woodwinds, who get drowned 
out. Unfortunately, the cutting 
engineer miscalculated and cut 
the Berlioz (which the inner 
grooves) too high level, its 
climax ruined cartridge mis- 
tracking. And the dynamic range 
the Bolero little larger than 
the disc can comfortably handle, 
starting near the surface-noise 
level and climaxing with con- 
gestion that the first sign 
mistracking. (This piece non- 
music really needs released 
dbx-encoded disc.) 

Having listened the Bolero 
al. disc first, was going say 
that it’s too bad that Vanguard 
chose record only bunch 
warhorses and didn’t take the ad- 
vantage this opportunity 
some interesting music (such as, 
for instance, the Shostakovich 
First, which Comissiona con- 
ducted Boston several years 
ago).

Shostakovich: Symphony No. 
New York Philharmonic, Leo- 
nard Bernstein conducting. CBS 
Mastersound 35854. Digital- 
mastered. List $14.98. 

The Shostakovich Fifth has 
been important Bernstein. 
1959, during only his second 
season conductor the New 
York Philharmonic, the orches- 
tra embarked ambitious 
eight-week tour Europe that 
included three weeks concerts 
Russia, and featured emo- 
tionally intense performances 
the Shostakovich Fifth and Stra- 
Rite Spring that sub- 
stantially established the young 
Bernstein’s international reputa- 
tion first-rank conductor. 
The -final -Moscow performance 
was attended Dmitri Shosta- 
kovich himself, and shortly after- 
ward Bernstein and the orchestra 
made recording (in Boston Sym- 
phony Hall, curiously) that 
rapidly established itself 
classic. Two years ago, Bernstein 
conducted wrenchingly intense 
performance with the BSO 
Koussevitzky Memorial concert 
Tanglewood, and much the 
character that performance 
preserved here this recording 
made with the New York Phil- 
harmonic Tokyo that same 
summer. interpreta- 
tion has broadened and deepened 
during the two-decade interval 
(the new recording runs three- 
and-a-half minutes longer than 
the old one), and though there are 
other fine recordings this sym- 
phony the catalogue (notably 
Previn and Maxim Sho- 
stakovich, the son, 
who defected from the USSR last 
month), the new Bernstein re- 
cording definitely the one that 
belongs every record collec- 
tion. 

Sonically it’s not audio- 
phile spectacular, but easily 
the most natural-sounding 
cording symphony orchestra 
that ever heard the Co- 
lumbia label. Over the years, 
many Bernstein’s recordings 
have been among the worst

engineers, but Bernstein seldom 
does recording sessions any- 
cording was made during live 
concert performances Tokyo, 
using the Sony PCM 1600 digital 
recorder.

paths can broken inexpen- 
sively setting the turntable

Although this 
contrivance added certain 
eccentric charm living- 
room decor, the feedback problem 
persisted. was worth trying, 
though. nothing else, knew 
not invest any fancier 
isolation gadgets. feedback 
was airborne. 

since considered, but not 
implemented, jury-rigged over- 
kill physical isolation system 
consisting slab marble 
balanced atop cluster heavy- 
duty upholstery springs. With 
little careful designing prevent 
such set-up from catapulting 
one’s turntable onto the carpet, 
this scheme has promise. Some- 
day maybe.) 

Now only recourse was 
attack the problem its source 
tonearm. had devise way 
damp the pesky resonance, 
rather damp the tonearm 
said resonance frequency didn’t 
exist. hark back the weight- 
and-spring model, damping 
analogous shoving sponges 
between the coils the spring. 
Tapping the weight will still 
cause the spring recoil, but 
properly damped, the weight will 
bounce only once. This exactly 
the theory behind the shock 
absorbers car they leave the 
suspension free move 
and down the tires roll over 
rough roads but prevent the 
springs from acting like springs 
and oscillating until they run out 
energy. Shock absorbers are 
piston assemblies pushing into 
sealed chamber. They absorb the 
energy that otherwise would 
work the springs. 

Discwasher, the company that 
gave the famous record-clean- 
ing system with the walnut 
handle, makes device called the 
DiscTraker (pronounced disc 
tracker), which basically 
shock absorber for tonearms. It’s 
little sealed chamber with 
padded bottom that hangs from 
piston the inside head- 
shell. The piston assembly tracks 
the record advance the 
stylus and absorbs the shock 
any warps irregularities. The 
stylus never gets chance 
bounce and therefore never sets 
any vibrations the tone- 
arm’s resonance frequency. 

Great idea. probably works. 
never got chance find out be- 
cause the DiscTraker designed 
mount onto tonearms that have 


their cartridge-mounting 


| 
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sticking through the top the 
headshell. yours like that? 
Mine isn’t. 

might never even have gotten 
try mount the thing 
since couldn’t find store the 
area that carried DiscTrakers. 
Salespeople said things like, 
those really work. don’t carry 
those long time.” suspect 
that retailers stopped carrying 
DiscTrakers because customers 
kept asking the store personnel 
mount them. friend mine, 
however, had brand new 
DiscTraker that tried once 
and then abandoned because 
suspected that the piston was 
picking signal from the record 
and muddling his sound. can 
neither verify nor deny that com- 
plaint because after several hours 
nail-splitting tinkering, 
determined that there was way 
DiscTraker would mount 
tonearm. 

would have been easy had 
the DiscTraker makers simply 
left flat tab metal with holes 
fit over cartridge-mounting 
bolts sticking off right angle 
the piston. But instead, Disc- 
washer made the mount into 
shaped tab metal with the word 
DiscTraker conspicuously em- 


blazoned across its upright sur- 


face. Great advertising, dumb 
design. It’s true, ego does get 
the way things practical. The 
L-shaped mounting tab pre- 
vented from attaching the 
DiscTraker between the cartridge 
and the headshell without adding 
spacers make room for the 
DiscTraker sign. When used 
spacers, the piston (which 
threaded into the mounting 
assembly its height adjust- 
able) landed records 
several millimeters before the 
stylus could touch down, even 
when screwed the piston all 
the way the bottom its 
thread. The DiscTraker hard- 
ware includes little piece 
plastic with two threaded bolts 
sticking out its top that you 
can tape the top your head- 
shell. The idea that people 
without cartridge-mounting bolts 
that stick through the top their 
headshell can fake it. That 
worked, but then screwed the 
Disctraker all the way down 
the top its thread still 
touch the record sur- 
face. Okay, the hell with 
DiscTraker. took comfort the 
DiscTraker instructions, which 
cautioned that certain amount 
creativity’’ was usually 


necessary order mount the 


still assume that DiscTrak- 
ers work. just too good 
idea not to. The trick, though, 
get your hands one try 
before you buy because might 
not fit your tonearm.) 

was down last resort 
(next-to-last actually, since 
could have replaced turn- 
table) the cartridge.

That 
would raise the resonance fre- 
quency, 
cartridges tend have more 
internal damping anyway. But 
this problem was severe, 
and needed something extra- 
ordinary cure it.

Now these 
folks have been making popular 
and well-respected phono car- 
tridges for years, but they re- 
cently won undying grati- 
tude with their M97 series Stereo 
Dynetic cartridges.

Shure model M97HE, and 
acoustic feedback problem went 
away. Gone. Eliminated. 
more. Same undamped 
now damped. Problem solved. 
Here’s what Shure did.

slightly advance the stylus, 
sweeping dust and stuff, sink- 
ing electrostatic charges and con- 
ducting them ground (thus 
eliminating most static clicks and 
pops), and, most important, act- 
ing viscous damping device 
that keeps the cartridge con- 
stant distance from the record 
surface (despite warps) and 
squelches unwanted resonances. 
The Shure literature hypes the 
stabilizer yet another means 
ensuring good tracking (when 
warp resonances agitate the stylus 
they also exaggerate the tracking 
problems that come with any 
warp), but the real benefit that 
the damping action eliminates 
acoustic feedback its source. 
According Shure Brothers, 
the dynamic stabilizer reduces 
typical cartridge/tonearm as- 
sembly’s response around 
from zero. The M97s 
employ the same shock-absorb- 
ing theory the DiscTraker. 
They are more expensive (list 
price for the M97HE more than 
$100; DiscTraker costs about 
$20), but they are easy mount, 
though they were designed

Like the DiscTraker, the Shure 
dynamic stabilizer adds some 
weight the cartridge, and the

ner, Marty Lange, developed one 
with switching arrangement 
that you could test all 
tubes with only eight sockets in- 
stead the usual 26. Well, that 
very exciting; was deal- 
ing with television distrib- 
utors and repairmen, and 
were trying figure out what 
do. About that time binaural 
tapes came the scene stag- 
gered heads and the whole shtick 
and musician enjoyed lis- 
tening that sort thing; was 
thrilling.

Phoenix: matter fact, 
the first stereo record player 
ever had contained Electro- 
Voice ceramic cartridge. 

JK: That was his deal. 
thought that was fine, were 
going make the electronics, put 
that ceramic cartridge in, and 
avoid all the other problems. But 
the hi-fi industry wasn’t very un- 
derstanding about ceramic cart- 
hill battle, and took little 
while understand that wasn’t 
the way go. bought the rec- 
ord player, made the electronics, 
put wing speakers the sides, 
and produced this little portable 
stereo phonograph 1958, long 
before KLH. peddler, felt 
that had have some kind 
gimmick sell the thing, 
put jack the back for pri- 
vate listening. The problem was 
that couldn’t find any phones 
that sounded good. The Permo- 
flux headset went all the way 
down 100 cycles, and all the 
rest the stuff tried was even 
worse. So, quite accident 
came with the first music 
phone, phone that was made 
reproduce music. All the com- 
mercial phones were thin, good 
for voice like telephone but 
that’s all. were trying 
figure out how get more lows, 
because that’s where the excite- 


hi-fi was that tweeters were small 
and woofers were big. The thing 
were working with was small.

joined about 1966, and 
that’s when decided that 
were going really serious

And 
the ability store and retrieve 
data from the tape without error 
implies that copies may made 
from one digital machine 
another without the slight loss 
quality that occurs with conven- 
tional recorders. This impor- 
tant because records are typically 
cut not from the original master 
tape but from copy copy 
When digital play- 
back systems for the home be- 
come available, should able 
hear perfect copy the orig- 
inal master from every disc. 


Back from Never-never Land 
The foregoing has been what 


you might call the chamber-of- 
commerce version digital re- 
cording. There are number 
reasons why digital recorders 
not perform well you might 
think from reading descriptions 
this kind. Some these 
reasons have with the speci- 
fications themselves, which were 
devised describe analog 
equipment and are not always ap- 
propriate for digital. And some 
pertain problems with digital 
hardware, which doesn’t always 
work the way it’s supposed to. 
begin, look the basic 
specifications. 

Distortion: the, very low dis- 
tortion quoted for digital systems 
applies the maximum signal 
level that the system will pass. For 
analog system this strin- 
gent test, since analog recorders 
have their worst distortion high 
levels. For digital system, the 
opposite true. (For the techni-

The lower the signal level, the 
larger these gradations are rela- 
tive the signal. Near the bot- 
tom its dynamic range digi- 
tal recorder adds harsh, gritty 
sound the signal known 
granulation noise. (It more cor- 
rectly called noise than distor- 
tion, since unrelated the 
input signal.) The subjective ef- 
fect this noise very unpleas- 
ant, but fortunately miti- 
gated adding some white noise 
(hiss) the granulation noise 
approximately the same level. 

There another kind dis- 
tortion PCM systems that has 
counterpart analog. For 
reasons too complicated math- 
ematically into here, PCM 
system when fed high frequen- 
cies high levels, will generate 
distortion products fre- 
quency equal the difference be- 
tween the sampling rate and three 
times the signal. For instance, 
sampling rate kHz, loud 
kHz tone will generate dis- 
kHz. 

Noise: with analog recorder 
possible hear signals that 
are actually below the 
noise level. digital system 
these signals big enough 
noticed the encoder and are 
therefore ignored. 

the upper end the 


dynamic range, analog re- 


corder, when presented with 
signal too loud recorded 
without distortion, limits the 
amplitude the signal gradual- 
ly, rounding off the tops the 
waveform gentle way whose 
subjective effect relatively mild. 
digital system, however, 
reaches its upper limit abruptly, 
and anything above that limit 
clipped hard, with sharp 
corners where the waveform 
flattens. This hard clipping 
much more objectionable than the 
soft clipping the analog ma- 
chine, the recording level 
the digital machine must set 
from six eight farther be- 
low the maximum. This effect- 
ively reduces the dynamic range 
the digital machine from what 
the specification would lead you 
believe. 

Dropouts: digital machines 
have provisions their en- 
coding schemes for lessening the 
effect dropouts, both 
making educated guesses about 
the missing bits and recon- 
structing the signal when piece 
mitted. These circuits are needed 
because, while dropout caused 
dirt, flaking oxide, other 
momentary loss tape-to-head 
contact minor annoyance 
machine disaster. With the 
type encoding used most 
PCM systems, big dropout pro- 
duces burst noise maxi- 
mum output level. Some ma- 
chines have muting circuits 
prevent this; these circuits will 
change the brief burst loud 
noise into slightly longer period 
dead silence, noticeable but not 
quite catastrophic. 

Dropouts occur with dis- 
maying frequency even pro- 
fessional digital machines.

The nay-sayers 

Now that have reviewed the 
state the digital art, let’s look 
what some its detractors are 
saying, see whether can 
figure out why they are saying it. 

Most the negative com- 
ments about digital sound ap- 
pear have arisen because the 
signal has been sampled and 
quantized. There something 
about the idea that audio purists 
find offensive. Adjectives like 
“gritty,” “harsh,” 
and complaints that the 
top end irritating, that am- 
biance isn’t reproduced properly, 
that the instruments don’t have 
correct timbre all tend flow 
from the idea that you just can’t 
chop the signal into little 
pieces and then reconstitute it. 
Once made steak into 
hamburger, goes the reasoning, 


can never taste like steak again. 
One audio maven even equates 
quantization with defloration. 
Music beautiful, delicate, holy. 
How can survive such process 
intact? Another audiophile, 
letter The Absolute Sound, lik- 
ened digital recording off- 
set printing half-tone reproduc- 
tion photograph, which, 
says, never has the depth 
richness the original. 

That analogy can extended 
include comparison between 
the size the dots half-tone 
screen and the precision (word 
length) and frequency the 
sample the digital recording 
process. The flaw this com- 
parison that the half-tone 
screen, matter how fine, still 
screen and will always remove 
substantial portion the picture 
information (i.e., block out some 
the light reflected from the 
photo being copied for reproduc- 
tion). The digital process, the 
other hand, can made exact 
you like increasing the re- 
solution the sampling process. 
And this just what many critics 
digital are saying must happen. 

What need, they say, are 
reliable converters fast enough 
operate 100 kHz instead 50, 
with 18- 20-bit words instead 
16. Then the pieces chopped 
music would fine enough that 
wouldn’t notice the joins 
when they are put back together. 

Another argument for higher 


sampling rates goes like this: 


digital circuitry, need filter 
that cuts off the highs very 
rapidly above one-half the 
sampling frequency. This filter 
value called the Nyquist fre- 
quency. For sampling rate 
kHz (the rate used Sony’s 
semi-pro converters, and the rate 
the forthcoming home digital 
discs) you need filter with 
slope more dB/octave 
above kHz. Filters with this 
sharp cut-off that are still quite 
flat their response the audio 
band can built, but they re- 
quire careful matching and selec- 
tion parts; the ones the Sony 
digital adapter, reviewed 
the Phoenix October, 1979, 
are very carefully selected for 
matched response the factory, 
considerable trouble and ex- 
pense. And even these selected 
filters, which have very flat fre- 
quency response, have poor 
phase response above about 
kHz. Whether the phase errors 
are audible still the subject 
considerable argument, but, say 
the critics, why not build the sys- 
tems with 100 kHz sampling rate, 
move the filter whole octave, 
and get around the problem en- 
tirely? With Nyquist frequency 
kHz, the filter can more 
gradual, and hence less critical 
parts tolerances, and have better 
phase response too. (There an- 
other encoding scheme few 


these critics seem know 
called adoptive delta 
modulation. This technique can 
be, and is, employed with 
sampling freuency 800 kHz 
commercially available digital 
hardware, but only one com- 
pany, DeltaLab, has made use 
it.) Current PCM encoders 
quite manage 100 kHz samp- 
ling rate because the difficulty 
making accurate approxima- 
tions such short time.

bad sound crime?

There 
are, however, guidelines fol- 
low evaluating the various 
opinions you may encounter. One 
important consideration: most 
people who offer opinions about 
digital sound have not listened 
digital playback anything; 
they are commenting the 
sound analog disc made 
from digital tape. the record 
sounds bad, could for one 
more the following reasons: 
the original sound, which the 
critic question has never heard, 
was bad; the microphones 
used for the recording the tech- 
nique with which they were used 
was bad; the digital recording 
more revealing minor faults 
the source than analog re- 
cording would be; the digital 
recording itself ruining the 
sound; the digital recording 
more difficult cut and play, 
the record (the disc itself) sounds 
bad; the record sounds bad for 
other reasons. This long list, 
and there way for anyone 
sure which these things 
happening. 

Somewhat more reliable are ex- 
periences with the playback 
digital tapes, without benefit 
the original sound for compari- 
son. The reports Stephen 
Temmer the Boston Audio 
Society, the interview with Doug 
Sax The Absolute Sound No. 
20, and some opinions expressed 
Peter Moncrieff Interna- 
tional Audio Review based at- 
tendance AES conventions are 
this category. These tests are 
still not scientific, because the lis- 
teners had way verifying 
that the digital recorder was the 
source the bad sound. 

The only really reliable test 
the digital process one which 
all other variables are controlled. 
This means that direct com- 
parison must made between 
the output the digital machine 
input signal. The best 
session, with live music coming 
from the mixing board, direct- 
from the microphone pre- 
amps. Tests this kind are rare, 
and when they appear (as for in- 
stance John Borwick’s column

Still, would foolish 
claim this early stage the 
development digital recorders 
that they sound good they 
16-bit word and kHz samp- 
ling rate, there will way 
get more information out our 
recordings later date. This 
makes the game less enjoyable for 
the audiophile, who lives the 
hope finding new piece 
equipment that suddenly makes 
his whole record collection come 
alive for the first time. And 
closes the door for any who 
may learn hear subtle but irri- 
tating problems digital 
recordings sometime the 
future. 

had discussion these is- 
sues with project engineer for 
local manufacturer profes- 
sional digital equipment. Al- 
though acknowledges can’t 
feels that present- 
day recorders have problems with 
high-frequency information. 
They clearly have difficulty with 
dropouts. There point, 
says, limiting ourselves 
bits and kHz when the hard- 
ware for higher resolution will 
available soon. even can’t 
hear anything wrong the cur- 
rent level the technology, why 
not bets and make the 
systems better, just case?

your ears: nearly all the sound 
that the speaker radiates other 
directions up, down, the 
sides soon reflected and 
forms part the total sound field 
arriving your ear. This 
important for two reasons. First, 


the frequency re- 
sponse these various off-axis 
directions very far from flat, 
then the sound field arriving 
your ear can’t tonally accu- 
rate. Second, the early reflections 
off the walls nearest the speaker 
have strong influence the 
stereo imaging the speakers; 
the frequency response 
differs for various radiation 
angles, the imaging will wander 
smeared (with, for exam- 
ple, harmonic 
overtones appearing local- 
ized apart from its fundamental 
tones). avoid these problems, 
loudspeaker should have approx- 
imately the same frequency re- 
sponse over broad angle on- and 
off-axis. other words, should 
have uniformly wide dispersion 
all frequencies. 

Dynamic range: the loudness 
reproduced music partly 
matter personal preference and 
partly matter how much your 
neighbors will tolerate. satis- 
most people most the time, 
speaker must able produce 
sustained sound level 100 
SPL, with short bursts 
about 110 comparable the 
loudness full symphony or- 
chestra heard good concert- 
hall seat. This goal many 
speaker designers aim for, 
places demanding but not im- 
possible requirements the 
efficiency and power- 
handling capacity. 


The one-way speaker 
Obviously, 
speaker using single cone 
cover the entire audio frequency 
range wouldn’t work very well. 
were small enough and light 
enough operate efficiently 
high frequencies, wouldn’t 
big enough move lot air for 
good bass power. were large 
enough effective low fre- 
quencies, would have poor 
treble response on-axis (being too 
heavy vibrate rapidly) and 
even poorer treble response off- 
axis (because the large cone, with 
narrow dispersion high fre- 
quencies, would beam its limited 
treble straight ahead). Thus one- 
way speakers, though common 
table radios, are practically un- 
heard-of full-range high-fidel- 
ity applications. 
Actually, there successful 
one-way speaker hi-fi, the Bose 
901, which uses four-inch 
reproduce the full range 
audio frequencies. How over- 
comes the physical problems 
one-way design provides in- 
teresting object lesson. four-

dynamic range. 

The remaining problem off- 
axis response. four-inch 
speaker equalized for flat re- 
sponse on-axis, its off-axis re- 
sponse will roll off above 4000

els), that there’s plenty 
treble the reflected sound field.

Assuming that rather not 
use cones for two stereo chan- 
nels and that you prefer the stereo 
imaging front-firing speakers, 
the conventional approach for 
full-range design simple. Start 
with the four-inch cone some- 
thing similar efficient mid- 
range reproducer, add small 
tweeter for agile 
persed high-frequency output, 
large woofer for powerful bass, 
and complex crossover net- 
work allocate the signals the 
three drivers the correct pro- 
portions. The crossover actu- 
ally composite four electrical 
filters section that 
lets the low frequencies through 
the woofer but rolls off the 
woofer signal the desired 
frequency (typically around 500 
Hz); “high-pass” section that 
lets mid-high frequencies through 
the midrange but rolls off the 
low end the midrange signal; 
another section that 


midrange driver but rolls off its 
top end the desired midrange- 
to-tweeter crossover frequency 
(typically 4000 Hz), finally 
“high-pass” section that passes 
the highs the tweeter and rolls 
off everything else. addition, 
the crossover network usually has 
contain adjustments, either fac- 
tory-set user-adjustable, for 
matching the output level the 
midrange and tweeter that 


the woofer. Evidently, though 
three-way speaker design 
simple theory becomes rather 
complex practice, and fact 
many high-quality three-way 
speaker systems the crossover 
network actually the most ex- 
pensive component the sys- 
tem, more costly than any the 
three drivers. 

That brings the problem 
driver quality. woofer 
tweeter can cost manufacturer 
buy make, and the cost dif- 
ference tends reflected the 
quality sound you hear. It’s not 
difficult make woofer with 
linear excursion one-quarter 
inch, where distortion increases 
rapidly larger cone motions. 
Making woofer with full half- 
inch linear excursion requires 
more expensive magnet assem- 
bly, more careful design the 
cone suspension, 
quality control assembly. Any 
response will naturally 
extend midrange frequen- 


cies before starts falling off 
cause the cone’s inertia, but 


cheap woofer cones will usually 
exhibit severe resonant modes 
vibration (with some parts the 
cone vibrating differently from 
other parts) midrange fre- 
quencies below the rolloff point. 
These resonances involve pro- 
nounced peaks frequency re- 
sponse that color the midrange 
sound. Top-quality woofer cones 
today are relatively free these 
resonances, thanks number 
refinements developed over the 
past two decades involving both 
the manufacturing process (i.e., 
vacuum-forming cones) and 
the chemistry and physics the 
cone materials good speaker 
cone longer just paper but 
usually contains carefully de- 
rived blend wood pulps, wool 
fiber, carbon, plastic 
resins, and other materials). And 
whether tweeter dome made 
paper, metal, cloth impreg- 


nated with resins and polymers, 


most raw tweeters from most 
manufacturers exhibit substan- 
tial high-frequency peaks re- 
sponse, typically around 
kHz. quality-conscious speak- 
assembler may either measure 
every incoming tweeter and se- 
lect the good ones, measure 
every tweeter and flatten its re- 
sponse selective addition 
damping materials the dome 
its suspension. 

Quality control, indeed, 
costly but influential part 
speaker manufacturing. The best 
speaker companies conduct 
laboratory test every speaker 
the production line and, 
necessary, trim its response 
bring within chosen tolerances. 
This ensures that the speakers 
you buy will like those that the 
salesperson demonstrated you; 
more important, ensures that 
the two speakers you buy for 
stereo will well-matched pair, 
which crucial for good stereo 
imaging. 


Three-way vs. two-way 

come now the central 
question this article: accepting 
that three-way speakers are best 
when price object, three- 
way design still better than two- 
way the mid-price range? 
Given choice between two- 
way speaker costing $200 and 
three-way speaker the same 
price, which likely better 
value? 

Ideally, course, generalities 
like this should have place 
speaker shopping. Ideally your 
choice loudspeaker should 
rest directly its sound you 
hear (in comparison with other 
models), published test re- 
ports. and other specific evi- 
dence relating directly the 
speakers that you are evaluating. 
But realistically, this hap- 
pen. Assumptions, theories, 
prejudices, and generalities about 
speaker design are part the 
mental freight that practically 
everyone carries into the show- 
room and part the sales pitch 
too which why it’s worth- 
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while occasionally stop and 
examine the ground which 
particular generalization based. 

you start with the $200 retail 
price loudspeaker and sub- 
tract the retail markup (which 
mostly goes pay for the retail 
store’s operation), the freight cost 
from factory store, the not-in- 
consequential cost the cabinet 
and grille, and the speaker manu- 
facturer’s overhead (including 
heat and electricity run the fac- 
tory, insurance, test equipment, 
engineering salaries, etc.), 
left the amount money avail- 
able pay for the guts the 
speaker the drivers and cross- 


over. $200 speaker this fig- 


ure less than $50. you were 
the speaker designer, would you 
rather divide this figure 
among woofer, midrange, 
tweeter, and four-section cross- 
over among woofer, tweet- 
er, and two-section crossover? 

fact, this choice can sim- 


plified. three-way systems, two 


the most expensive parts are 
the heavy custom-wound air-core 
inductor and the large electro- 
lytic capacitor that roll off the 
upper end the re- 
sponse the (relatively low) mid- 
range crossover frequency. 
two-way speakers the crossover 
frequency higher, usually 
around 1500 2000 Hz; but 
woofers typically start rolling off 
response around this fre- 
quency anyway, because their 
mass. carefully controlling 
the manufacturing process, the 
manufacturer can make the 
woofer roll off consistently the 
desired crossover frequency with- 
out the aid electrical filter 
network. Thus two-way 
speaker can designed with 
very simple crossover network 
whose only keep 
bass out the tweeter. now 
have the choice splitting 
our parts budget between com- 
plex four-section crossover and 
three relatively inexpensive driv- 
ers, putting nearly all the 
money into the woofer and tweet- 
with simple one-section 
crossover. Clearly, being able 
use top-quality drivers selected 
for the smoothest response, op- 
timum transient behavior, and 
maximum linear excursion with 
minimum distortion offers de- 
cided advantage favor two- 
way design this price level. 

When this choice made, 
number other benefits accrue, 
which are small taken individ- 
ually but add significant 
advantage overall: 

three-way crossover, the 
various filter sections tend 
interact with each other, making 
the design more difficult; 
simpler two-way system the de- 
signer more likely get right. 

With just two drivers and 
simple crossover, quality-control 
testing simplified, freeing more 
the budget for better drivers. 

three-way system the 
large woofer crossover inductor 
has series resistance, which re- 
duces the amplifier’s effective 
damping factor, requiring larger 
woofer magnet system restore 
correct damping. two-way 
system, with mechanical woofer 
rolloff and inductor, correct 
damping obtained with less 
costly magnetic system, and that 
saving can put into other 
driver refinements. 

three-way system, the 
cabinet contains separate sealed 
sub-chamber that is, effect, 
separate enclosure for the mid- 
range driver, needed part 
prevent pressure waves from the 
woofer from impinging the 
back the midrange cone, and 
sometimes also provide 
acoustic-suspension loading for 
the midrange. This adds the 
cabinet cost and subtracts from 
the interior volume available for 
woofer loading, the whole 
cabinet has made little 
larger restore optimum woofer 
performance.

There remain few substan- 
tial arguments favor three-

way design that deserve analysis. 

Tweeter power handling: 
know that ideal tweeter should 
small and light. three-way 
system, this problem: be- 
cause the tweeter has handle 
only frequencies above 4000 
so, and most music there’s 
nothing there but overtones, 
which are substantially lower 
level than the fundamentals that 
give music its volume and power. 
Even loud brass and percus- 
sion passages, the tweeter 
three-way system typically re- 
ceives only few watts power 
from the amplifier, can 
made light and fragile without 
fear burnout. But two-way 
speaker, the tweeter must oper- 
ate all the way down 2000 
and must cope with the full

The re- 
sult, predictably, was poorer 
high-frequency dispersion, 
poorer transient response, and 
more ragged rolled-off top-end 
response. The top end was com- 
promised favor the mid- 
range. But the past decade, de- 
signers have learned number 
tricks improve the power- 
handling capacity small tweet- 
ers, lessening the need for this 
compromise. The most impor- 
tant these ferrofluid spin- 
off from the space program), 
synthetic oil that responds 
magnetism. Injected into the 
magnet gap around the 
voice coil, stays there forever, 
held the magnet, providing 
liquid bath for the voice coil and 
efficiently conducting heat away. 
Thus today possible make 
tweeter that both small 
enough have excellent high- 
frequency performance and also 
high enough power-handling 
capacity for good dynamic range 
longer have split the audio 
spectrum three ways attain this 
goal. 

The hole the middle: nat- 
ural suppose that two-way 
speaker with specific mid- 
range driver will have some kind 
deficiency midrange re- 
sponse definition compared 
three-way system with mid- 
range. doesn’t have so, 
but carelessly designed two- 


way could happen. two-way 
speaker consisting one-inch 
tweeter and 12-inch woofer 
quite likely have midrange 
problems, fact. Even the de- 
signer manages stretch the 
response and the 
tweeter’s response down, that 
they meet the midrange with- 
out actual hole the response 
curve, that effort can success- 
ful only on-axis. Off-axis, the 
large woofer’s response will 
unavoidably roll off the mid- 
range, that the sound field 
the room will indeed deficient 
the midrange. The solution 
simple: use smaller woofer, per- 
haps 10-inch, preferably 
eight-inch. 

There’s simple rule thumb 
for computing the frequency 
range over which speaker will 
have good dispersion i.e., good 
off-axis response. Simply divide 
the velocity sound (1130 feet 
per second, 13,500 inches per 
second) the speaker size. Thus 
one-inch tweeter has good off- 
axis response 13,500 Hz, 
which reasonably close the 
15,000 upper limit the aver- 
age person’s hearing. 12-inch 
woofer has good off-axis re- 
sponse only 1130 Hz. you 
want maintain optimum off- 
axis response crossover 
way system, the woofer ideally 
should seven-and-a-half 
accident that large percentage 
high-performance two-way 
speaker systems have eight-inch 
woofers, and that some so-called 
10-inch systems actually have 
woofer cones only seven-and-a- 
half inches diameter. Besides its 
better off-axis response, medi- 
um-size woofer can, also ex- 
pected have better transient re- 
sponse and smoother midrange 
response than large woofer. 
Experience confirms that cor- 
rectly designed two-way speak- 
ers with medium-size woofers can 
have excellent midrange re- 
sponse, definition, and imaging. 

Deep bass: the old idea that 
big woofer necessarily have 
better bass than smaller woofer 
has never really faded away de- 
spite all the evidence the con- 
trary. The fact that eight- 
inch 10-inch woofer can easily 
designed flat down the 
same bass-rolloff frequency 
12-inch woofer. The fundamen- 
tal difference the sheer 
amount bass power that can 
generated. The larger woofer can 
made play louder low fre- 
quencies before exceeding its 


linear low-distortion excursion 
limit. course any differences 
excursion are important too. 
eight-inch woofer with linear 
excursion 0.5 inch has much 
displacement volume, and can 
produce much undistorted bass 
power, cheap 12-inch woofer 
whose linear excursion limited 
0.2 inch. But assume 
equally high-quality drivers with 
similarly large excursions, then 
the question woofer size 
simply this: how much bass 
power you need? you are 
true bass freak, the traditional 12- 
inch woofer may not enough, 


and you might want invest 


speaker like the Acoustic Re- 
search AR-9, with pairs 12- 
inch woofers having the com- 
bined air-moving capacity 
17-inch woofer each channel! 
also worth noting that 
many stereo systems, substan- 
tial part the available woofer 
excursion wasted the woofer 
cone bobs back and forth re- 
sponse turntable rumble, disc 
warps, and other signals having 
nothing with the music. 
recent years, amplifier manufac- 
turers have increasingly recog- 
nized the value including infra- 
sonic filters rolling off below 
power-robbing forms 
ference, thus preserving the 
displacement volume for 
undistorted reproduction 
musical bass. With this proviso, 
has often been demonstrated that 
eight-inch woofer can easily 
produce satisfying amounts 
deep-bass output, and fact 
even six-inch woofers with long 
excursion have produced im- 
pressive amounts room-filling 
bass. 


Conclusion 

Fifteen years ago, two-way 
speakers clearly represented 
performance compromise. you 
wanted the full dynamics 


‘symphony orchestra, uniformly 


accurate response both on- and 
off-axis, with solid bass and well- 
dispersed treble, three-way 
speaker was the only way go. 
But with the advances speaker 
materials and technology that 
have taken place since then, all 
the performance goals that 
discussed the beginning this 
article can now achieved with 
well-engineered two-way system 
using high-quality drivers and 
medium-sized woofer. Such 
two-way speaker, costing around 
$150 $200, now represents the 
investment loud- 
speakers, offering the greatest 


performance per dollar spent. 
lower prices, the attainable level 
performance declines plainly 
audible ways, especially terms 
the available volume bass 
power; higher prices, you will 
find that you can. spend progres- 
sively larger increments money 
with progressively subtler im- 
provements audible perform- 
ance. 

speakers the market that are 
worth look, especially you are 
concerned that simple two-way 
speaker might not prove ade- 
quate for your needs but can’t 
stretch your budget the $500- 
and-up cost pair top- 
quality three-ways. The speakers 
and-a-half-way’’ designs 
which there are three radiating 
surfaces, but only two are driven 
the amplifier. These systems 
include desirably small tweeter 
for good top-end performance, 
smallish woofer with excellent 
midrange performance, and 
passive radiator that vibrates only 
the lowest frequencies. Elec- 
trically such speaker two- 
way, with crossover around 
2000 Hz, but acoustically can 
said function three-way 
since the electrically driven 
woofer vibrates very little below 
about Hz, where the 
passive radiator takes over, its 
surface being driven and out 
pressure waves the cabinet 
induced the small motions 
the driven woofer cone. This, 
course, known the passive 
radiator design, and it’s basically 
old idea, but has gained 
new lease life many 
engineers have finally learned 
how design such systems 
scientifically rather than 
guesswork.

roponents say the northwest ex-

Transit Red Line will 
bring economic vitality Cambridge, 
like new blood vessel carrying life fluids 
nesses, and new customers are antici- 
pated along the subway line from the Ken- 
dall Square Station the yet-to-be-built 
terminus and 2000-car parking garage 
Alewife Brook rotary.
